DECLINE OF 


THE FAMILY 


Politicians of all hues proclaim their 
great love of the family. The reality 
is that family values are being eroded 
and families themselves are 
financially penalised. 

Figures released by Christian 
Action prove conclusively that over 
the past 20 years government support 
for the family has slipped and the tax 
burden gradually increased. 

Since 1990 the value of tax 
allowances given to a single taxpayer 
has gone up £179.10. This contrasts 
sharply with the rise for a single 
earner married couple of £23.60. 

In the mid 1960s a single earner 
married couple with two young 
children and on average earnings 
paid 9 per cent of their income in tax 
and national insurance. Nowa similar 
couple pays 21 per cent — their tax 
burden has more than doubled. By 
contrast, a single person with the 
Same income paid 23 per cent of his/ 
her income in tax in the mid °60s. 
Now they pay 27 per cent. The 
cumulative effect has been to 
undermine the family by promoting 
a financial incentive not to marry. 
The increase in divorce and single 
parent families is a direct 
consequence. So too is the increase 
of crime as a result of young men 
growing up without a male role

This decline in real support for the 
family has occurred under mainly 
Tory governments. Since 1979, 
wholly so. Stepping into the gap left 
by the Tories, Labour made much of 
its commitment to families. The 
Labour manifesto of last year said: 
‘We will uphold family life as the 
most secure means of bringing up 
our children. Families are at the core 
of our society.’ 

So far, Labour’s upholding of 
family life extends no further than 
talk.

THE ETHICAL HITMEN 

Our wonderful New Labour Government 
is forever boasting of its ‘ethical’ (read 
pious and self-indulgent) foreign policy. 
Why, Robin Cook has been Foreign 
Secretary for only eight months yet he is 
now the most widely-travelled garden 
gnome in history; jetting round the world, 
lecturing foreigners on their shortcomings 
and generally making sworn enemies of 
people who were previously disposed to 
be friendly. 

However, there is one country where 
New Labour’s ‘ethics’ seem to be 
positively rotten ethics, lacking both 
humanity and commonsense — namely 
Iraq. Malnutrition is nfe among Iraqi 
children because of the United Nations (i.e. 
United States) embargo on its oil exports — 
by far its greatest source of income. Most 
countries now wish to see that embargo 
eased; most countries, that is, except the 
United States and Britain. 

In a recent opinion poll conducted in the 
United States a large majority of Americans 
declared themselves (in the gangster argot 
that is now an essential ingredient of 
American discourse) to be in favour of 
‘taking out Saddam’. No doubt they would 
equally have been in favour of “blowing him 
away’. By this, they obviously meant 
bombarding Iraq from afar, a process that 
exposes themselves to no danger whatsoever 
since Iraq cannot retaliate. However, when 
it was pointed out that ‘taking out Saddam’ 
would require the involvement of American 
troops, the numbers in favour fell to near 
vanishing point. So having failed to ‘take 
out Saddam’ by fomenting a Shiite Arab 
revolt in Southern Iraq and a Kurdish revolt 
in Northern Iraq, the American Government 
has only one weapon; to starve the Iraqis 
into submission, a tactic they now routinely 
employ against any country that displeases 


them. Vietnam, Cuba, Serbia and, in case 
anyone has forgotten, Britain and France 
forty years ago when we dared to occupy 
the Suez Canal Zone without American 
permission. 
Of course the Americans cannot admit to 
using this ploy againstIraq. So,in deference 
to queasy misgivings among ‘the 
international community’, they have 
discovered that Iraq still possesses 
‘weapons of mass destruction’. ` 
I would not personally wish to live under 
the tender ministrations of Saddam Hussein. 
He is a ruthless man. In his defence, there 
is religious freedom in Iraq. The Deputy 
Prime Minister is a Christian and before the 
last onslaught, the Christmas bells rang out 
merrily in Baghdad — unlike Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia where the Christians would 
have been hanged with their own bellropes. 
Of course it was naughty of Iraq to 
invade Kuwait, a feudal Sheikdom that we 
British had lopped off of Iraq when the 
Middle East was a British, and to a lesser 
extent French, sphere of influence — until 
the Americans pushed us out, that 1s. 
However, America’s attitude to Iraq is in 
stark contrast to their attitude to another 
country in the region that actually does 
possess weapons of mass destruction; has 
annexed the territory of its neighbours and 
still routinely attacks them. That country 
is Israel which not only possesses a massive 
nuclear arsenal but would use it ruthlessly. 
if attacked. Israel has not only refused to 
sign the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
but has resolutely denied any inspection of 
its nuclear facilities. Strangely, the United 
States does not threaten them with economic 
sanctions but instead subsidises them to 
the tune of billions of dollars. I wonder why 
that is? I only ask because I want to know 
— as if I didn’t already know. i 
And of course the Arabs know. Which 


‘is why, by being towed along on America’s 


coat tails, the gnomish Cook has succeeded 
in making enemies in the Middle East and, 
unlike America, with no prospect of profit. 
So much for New Labour’s ethics. We must 
suppose that ‘ethics’ is a euphemism for 
idiocy. 
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The massive display of strength by 
British farmers in the wake of a 47

@ Just before Christmas, a boy was 
stabbed in a Poplar school in Tower 
Hamlets by a tooled-up mob of 
Asians.

The boy was stabbed in the back 
with a screwdriver and the girls 
were punched in the face.

The beautiful West Yorkshire moors 
provided an ideal backdrop to the 
British National Party’s planning 
conference for 1998, which took 
place on the weekend of the 24th 
and 25th of January. 20 delegates 
were in attendance, including 
representatives from London, 
Southern England, the West Country, 
Wales, the East and West Midlands, 
North West England, Yorkshire and 
Scotland. Party leader John Tyndall 
acted as conference chairman. 
Saturday morning was devoted to 
coming elections, in particular the 
local government elections scheduled 
for May of this year and also the 
elections to the European Parliament 
in the Summer of 
1999. This was 
opened by a talk 
from National 
Organiser 
R166 ee re 
Edmonds, who 
dealt with the 
importance of 
these election 
campaigns, 
analysing the 
priorities 
involved. Next

Future publicity plans 

The afternoon was occupied by 
publicity, in which the strengths and 
weaknesses of the party’s publicity 
material, in particular its leaflets and 
publications, were examined. The 
session began with a talk by 
Spearhead contributor Nick Griffin 
which ranged over a wide field of 
publicity methods, including some 
utilising the most modern 


technology. Of particular immediate 
importance are the well-advanced 
plans to move into video production 
in a big way. 


Mr. Griffin spoke of those 
spreading the party's message being 
‘sales people’ and of their need to 
sell themselves before they could 
sell anything else.
